Warsaw may lay off workers 


Mayor C.E. French 
said the city may need to 
lay off employees at Mon¬ 
day’s Warsaw City Coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

“Our General Fund 
is hurting and we don’t 
have the income to sup¬ 
port what’s going out,” 
said French. “I have some 
ideas on budget cuts 
but even those won’t be 
enough. We even need to 
look at reducing staff.” 

The mayor’s comments 
came as council discussed 
the city’s recent financial 
audit performed by Rai- 
sor, Zapp, and Woods in 
Carrollton. This year’s 
report was better than last 
year’s but the city needs to 
pay back about $130,000 
to the Road Aid fund. 


Last year, that money 
was transferred from 
Road Aid to the General 
Fund and Water and Sew¬ 
er. The state will require it 
be paid back quickly for 
road use. 

Councilman Nelson 
Brown who was attend¬ 
ing his last meeting be¬ 
fore stepping down, said 
he was against employee 
layoffs. 

“There’s a lot in this 
budget that can be tight¬ 
ened and I’ve harped on 
it for two years but noth¬ 
ing’s happened,” he said. 
“I don’t think we can cut 
more employees. In fact, 
I’d like to see one or two 
more police hired.” 

On the bright side, 
Mayor French noted the 


figures on the Warsaw’s 
water and sewer. 

“The work was really 
good on that,” he said. 
“Last year’s rate increase 
saved water and sewer.” 

In other Warsaw coun¬ 
cil news: 

•Mayor French report¬ 
ed the city’s street paving 
is done except for Center 
Avenue. The city spent 
$46,326 for the project. 

“We spent more mon¬ 
ey than anticipated but 
it’s worth it,” he said. “It 
looks good, it will last. 
We spent the money and 
did it right.” 

Along with Center Av¬ 
enue the city plans to re¬ 
pair the concrete roadway 
at the Asbury Point home 
park. 


•Council heard the first 
reading of a new law to 
prohibit “engine break¬ 
ing” by trucks in city lim¬ 
its. 

•Lifeline Screening 
will perform stroke and 
other cardio-vascular test¬ 
ing in the city building on 
High Street, Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 25. 

•The city building will 
be open until noon on 
Monday, December 24th 
before closing for Christ¬ 
mas. It will be open all 
day Monday, December 
31, before closing for 
New Year’s Day. 

•Council met in closed 
session to discuss a per¬ 
sonnel matter at the re¬ 
quest of councilman Keith 
Jones.

LeGrand 
indicted 
for murder 

Faces five other charges 
including DUI and assault 


Hunter LeGrand, 22, 
Warsaw, was indicted 
Monday by a Gallatin 
County grand jury for 
wanton murder and five 
other charges for his part 
in a July accident on U.S. 
127. That wrecked killed 
one man and injured two 
Gallatin County EMS 
workers. LeGrand was 
taken into custody at the 
Gallatin County Court¬ 
house on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

The accident occurred 
Tuesday, July 24, at 10 
a.m., when LeGrand’s 
Jeep Cherokee ran head- 
on into a county ambu¬ 
lance taking dialysis pa¬ 
tient John Little, 59, from 
Gallatin County Health 
Care in Warsaw to a 
Northern Kentucky treat¬ 
ment center. Little died 
later that afternoon from 
injuries he received in the 
accident. 

LeGrand was also in¬ 
dicted on two charges of 
first-degree assault, crimi¬ 
nal mischief, operating a 
vehicle under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs 
and leaving the scene of 
an accident. 

Both LeGrand’s Jeep 
and the ambulance, which 
flipped upside down, were 
demolished in the acci¬ 
dent. 

Little was strapped on 
a cot inside the ambu¬ 


lance and was hanging 
upside down after the ve¬ 
hicle flipped. It’s believed 
he suffered fatal injuries 
after he released the cot’s 
straps and he fell four-feet 
to the ceiling of the upside 
down ambulance. 

“There’s no question 
what happened,” said 
Gallatin County EMS di¬ 
rector Barry Alexander 
after the accident. “Our 
driver was over as far as 
he could get on his side of 
the road, the Jeep crossed 
the center line and ran 
head-on into the ambu¬ 
lance.” 

Gallatin County Sheriff 
Josh Neale said he could 
tell by tire tracks the Jeep 
was on the wrong side of 
the road. Neale also said 
he received a report earli¬ 
er in the day that LeGrand 
was seen driving errati¬ 
cally on Johnson Road. 

LeGrand was seriously 
injured in the crash and 
has been recovering from 
his injuries at home. 

David Waltz, the medic 
in the back of the ambu¬ 
lance, , was also seriously 
injured and is recovering. 
Ambulance driver Justin 
Shields was also injured 
but not as seriously as Le¬ 
Grand or Waltz. 

LeGrand is scheduled 
to make his first court 
appearance on Monday, 
Dec. 17.

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Tougher requirements 
for teachers needed 

A national teachers union released a report 
last week that includes a recommendation for 
more stringent requirements to enter the pro¬ 
fession. 

“It’s time to do away with a common rite of 
passage into the teaching profession, whereby 
newly minted teachers are tossed the keys to 
their classrooms, expected to figure things out, 
and left to see if they and their students sink 
or swim,” said Randi Weingarten, president of 
the American Federation of Teachers. 

The union recommends a new test that 
would be developed by the National Board of 
Professional Teaching Standards. That group 
oversees a credential standard that is voluntary 
and achieved by a small number of second¬ 
ary teachers in the United States. In Christian 
County, teachers who become board certi¬ 
fied by this group receive additional pay each 
year. 

The report from the teachers union makes 
a case for improving public education by in¬ 
creasing the caliber of teachers. 

We often hear that teachers and the work 
they do should be highly valued. However, 
education programs in college typically are 
not as competitive as many other majors for 
professions in law, engineering and health 
care, and starting salaries for teachers do not 
compete with these professions. In Kentucky, 
many teachers begin their careers earning sala¬ 
ries around $35,000. The average teacher sal¬ 
ary in Kentucky is about $49,000, according to 
a report by the National Teachers Association. 

Increasingly, teachers are evaluated by the 
scores their students receive on state and na¬ 
tional assessments. That pressure to perform at 
higher levels explains — at least in part — why 
the American Federation of Teachers recom¬ 
mends tougher credentials for the profession. 

Public school teachers have some of the 
toughest jobs in the country today. Attracting 
the best teachers will eventually require higher 
salaries, but it’s also going to take a huge shift 
in the competition among college students who 
want to major in education.

Fighting for state tax reform, yet again 


Will the latest attempt to give 
Kentucky a better tax system be 
yet another chapter in a decades- 
long tale of failed leadership on a 
fundamental issue? Or will it be the 
redemption of a governor who has 
little to show for five years in office, 
and of a legislature that has helped 
put the state in a serious financial 
bind? 

Those were the questions that 
came to mind Thursday when the 
Governor’s Blue Ribbon Commis¬ 
sion on Tax Reform agreed on its 
recommendations. These would 
generate $690 million in increased 
annual revenue for the state and pro¬ 
pose a constitutional amendment to 
let localities levy sales taxes via ref- 
erendums for specific projects. 

Putting the local-tax amendment 
on the November 2014 statewide 
ballot is a no-brainer. If local people 
want to levy local taxes on them¬ 
selves, they should be able to. But 
levying state taxes is up to legislators 
and governors, and in Kentucky it 
usually takes a crisis or a court order 
for a significant tax increase. 

The need for more revenue is 
clearly Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s major reason for creating 
the commission and naming Lt. Gov. 
Jerry Abramson to head it. Beshear 
said the panel’s goals were fairness 
for taxpayers, competitiveness with 
other states, simplicity for compli¬ 
ance and efficient administration. 

The commission had all those 
goals in mind, but by laying out its 
proposed tax increases and decreases 
before delivering its final report ad¬ 
dressing all the goals, it has framed 
the debate to be about the adequacy 
of state revenue. 

That’s a valid approach, given 
the state’s needs, but it leaves the 
process and the product vulnerable 
to political attack. Politics makes it 
hard to do big things with taxes. The 
commission could have adopted the 
economists’ option of applying the 


sales tax to groceries and lowering the 
tax rate. It could have recommended an 
even larger eamed-income tax credit to 
make up for the sales tax’s added bur¬ 
den on the poor. 

But that could have been “the whip¬ 
ping boy for the whole proposal,” said 
Democrat Joe Wright, a commission 
member and former Senate majority 
leader. He said the commission’s rec¬ 
ommendations are about as realistic as 
the current political situation will allow. 
“I don’t think anyone could come up 
with many ideas that would be more 
fair than what we have done.” 

The commission could have recom¬ 
mended an even greater expansion of 
the sales tax to services, but such a bill 
in the legislature would be subject to in¬ 
tense lobbying, and we have seen that 
movie before. 

In 1990, then-Gov. Wallace Wilkin¬ 
son proposed extending the sales tax 
to services but lobbying interests de¬ 
scended on the legislature and it raised 
the sales tax to six percent from five 
percent instead. 

Politics intervened again in the last 


year of Brereton Jones’s administration 
when Democrats mshed through a set 
of tax cuts that made the system worse. 

Senate GOP Floor leader Robert 
Stivers, who will become president of 
the Senate in January, sounded skeptical 
Friday when I asked him if he thought 
the state needed more revenue. 

“That’s a really good question,” he 
said. “That may be the first question 
you would want to ask: ‘Why do we 
need more revenue? What for? ... I 
would hope they would create a good 
tax structure... that grows jobs and ex¬ 
pands our economy sufficiently to meet 
the needs of the state.” 

Wright said the state’s problems 
can’t be solved without more revenue. 
“You would have to be asleep in this 
state to not recognize there are some 
real needs there,” he said. “The can’s 
been kicked down the road so many 
times, it’s getting worse, it’s not getting 
better.”

Important Information 
Regarding Tobacco 
Crop Insurance 
I wanted to make you 
aware of a significant 
change made by the Risk 
Management Agency 
(RMA) in the special 
provisions for tobacco 
federal crop insurance 
that will be effective in 
2013. The following 
statement appears in the 


4-H Livestock Judging Op¬ 
portunities Abound 

4-H Livestock Judging is a 
great way for young people to 
learn more about the animals 
they love and learn valuable life 
skills, such as decision mak¬ 
ing and critical thinking, in the 
process. One of the great things 
about livestock judging is you 
only need to have an interest in 
livestock to participate. Own¬ 
ing livestock or coming from an 
agricultural background are not 
participation requirements. 

In livestock judging, young 
people learn about the various 
traits of breeding and market 
livestock, including hogs, beef 
cattle, sheep and meat goats. 
They see several animals and 
rank them based on how close¬ 
ly they meet the ideal traits and 
then give oral reasons for why 
they placed the animals in that 
order. 

At the beginning of each 
calendar year, counties form 
livestock judging teams of in¬ 
terested 4-H’ers. Leaders group 
teams by age from Cloverbuds 
to senior 4-H’ers.Teams train 
and learn within their county 
and regional clinics with either a 
4-H youth development agent or 
a Certified Livestock Volunteer. 

In June, Kentucky hosts the 
State 4-H Livestock Judging 
Contest. The top senior level 
4-H’ers at this contest are in¬ 
vited to attend Top 12 week in 
July. For a month, this group 
goes through intensive training 
about livestock judging in Ken¬ 
tucky and Indiana. From this 
group, eight are chosen to rep¬ 
resent Kentucky as the 4-H All- 
Star Livestock Judging Team. 

This team travels and com¬ 
petes in 4-H Livestock Judging 
contests around the nation on 
the weekends in late summer. 
Top finishes this year included 
first place team finishes in the 
Swine Division of the Ak-sar-

in Nebraska and in the Sheep 
Division at the Keystone Inter¬ 
national Livestock Exposition 
in Pennsylvania. 

The top four members of the 
all-star team are selected as the 
Kentucky 4-H Livestock Judg¬ 
ing Gold Team and represent 
Kentucky at the National 4-H 
Livestock Judging Contest held 
each November in Louisville 
during the North American In¬ 
ternational Livestock Exposi¬ 
tion. 

Livestock judging will start 
in January. Be looking for your 
4-H newsletter and in the paper 
for more information or call the 
extension office at 567-5481. 


to address issues where 
lack of rotation contrib¬ 
utes to increased risk of 
crop losses. I have al¬ 
ready had questions about 
how this fits in with what 
“UK” (Extension) recom¬ 
mends. Note: I am inter¬ 
preting their statement to 
mean planted to tobacco 
in both of the 2 previous 
seasons (but it is some¬ 
what unclear). 

You also need to be 
aware that the new To¬ 
bacco Industry Good 
Agricultural Practices 
(GAP) program, which 
is being adopted by most 
tobacco companies, often 
refers growers to their 
state’s “tobacco produc¬ 
tion guide” for approved 
practices on a variety of 
topics. 

For more information, 
I suggest that you contact 
your particular crop in¬ 
surance advisor.

Fun activities on 
the go - help your 
child develop Math 
Skills 

While you are travel¬ 
ing in a car or in a store, 
it may seem like it is hard 
to find fun activities to do 
with younger children. 
However, there are all 
kinds of fun things you 
can do to help your child 
develop math skills ev¬ 
erywhere you go! You can 
turn the time you have to¬ 
gether into a valuable way 
to teach math skills to 
your child. Just remember 
to make it fun! Here are 
some ideas: 

•Number types game 
-While you are moving 
along, ask your child to 
keep their ideas open for 
different kinds of num¬ 
bers. Look for addresses 
on the sides of buildings. 
Look for phone numbers 
on the sides of taxis or 
trucks. Look for dates on 
monuments or signs. Look 
for business names that 
have numbers in them. 

•Number search game 
- This game can be played 
while you are in a car or 
walking around in a store. 
Have your child look for 


numbers around you and 
find them in order. For 
example, have a young 
child locate the numbers 
1 through 10 in order on 
things they see as you 
move along. 

•License plate game - 
License plates have num¬ 
bers and are fun to use to 
play games while you are 
traveling. Find license 
plates and have your 
child read their numbers. 
Take turns shouting out a 
number that you will both 
search for together. Who¬ 
ever finds it first wins! 

•Guessing game 
Have your child think of a 
number between 1 and 10. 
Try to guess the number 
your child chose by ask¬ 
ing questions. As you ask 
questions, use opportuni¬ 
ties to explain concepts. 
For example, this is a 
great time to explain what 
an even or odd number is 
to your children. Switch 
and have the child try to 
guess which number you 
are thinking about. When 
children practice asking 
questions about numbers, 
they can develop an un¬ 
derstanding of the char¬ 
acteristics and meaning of 
numbers.
